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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims: 

Amend claim 10 to replace "volume-" (line 5) with - volume-flow --. 
Amend claim 17 to replace "(MaxSamplei)" (line 4) with - (MaxSample) --. 

Pertinent Art Cited 

The following US Patent Applications reveal the current state of the art: 

Baumoel et al. (US 6,026,693) teaches of a device for determining and/or monitoring volume flow 
and/or mass flow of a medium flowing through a pipeline in a stream direction (figs. 1-2) comprising: 

at least two ultrasonic transducers (pairs of 20; fig. 2), which emit ultrasonic measuring signals into 
the pipeline and receive ultrasonic measuring signals from the pipeline (column 8, lines 15-20); and 

a control/evaluation unit (means for determining volumetric flow rate; column 6, line 67), which 
ascertains the volume-flow and/or mass-flow of the medium in the pipeline on the basis of the travel-time 
difference of the ultrasonic measuring signals in the stream direction and counter to the stream direction 
(column 7, lines 60-67). 
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Lynnworth (US 2004/001 1141) teaches of a device for determining and/or monitoring volume flow 
and/or mass flow of a medium flowing through a pipeline in a stream direction (figs. 2 and 4-6) comprising: 

at least two ultrasonic transducers (20-24 and 30-34), which emit ultrasonic measuring signals into 
the pipeline and receive ultrasonic measuring signals from the pipeline (paragraph 0050); and 

a control/evaluation unit (62), which ascertains the volume-flow and/or mass-flow of the medium in 
the pipeline on the basis of the travel-time difference of the ultrasonic measuring signals in the stream 
direction and counter to the stream direction (paragraphs 0062 and 0064). 

However, Baumoel and Lynnworth do not teach at least wherein: said control/evaluation unit 
ascertains a plurality of sampled values (ai with i = 1 , 2, 3 ....) of a received measuring signal at defined 
points in time (t) of a predetermined time range, interpolates the predetermined time range of the 
measuring signal by a continuous function (f(t)), the continuous function (f(t)) being formed by a sum of a 
predetermined number (n eN) of wavelets (W), wherein each wavelet (W) corresponds to the product of a 

sampled value with a sine function ( s * n (*) ) and with a Gaussian bell curve (e - a * 2 , a e R).

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-18 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims # is the inclusion of the limitation "wherein: said 
control/evaluation unit ascertains a plurality of sampled values (a\ with i = 1, 2, 3 ....) of a received 
measuring signal at defined points in time (t) of a predetermined time range, interpolates the predetermined 
time range of the measuring signal by a continuous function (f(t)), the continuous function (f(t)) being 
formed by a sum of a predetermined number (n eN) of wavelets (W), wherein each wavelet (W) 

corresponds to the product of a sampled value with a sine function ( sm( ^ ) and with a Gaussian bell 
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curve (e - ttx , a e R)". The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious. 

Claims 1 1 -1 8 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 .
